China tries to create new,

BEIJING Everybody wants to make agood 
impression for important guests, but 
it’s almost like an episode of “Extreme 
Makeover” here these days. 

With a price tag of $43 billion, the 
Summer Games that will open Aug, 8 in 
Beijing are the most expensive in Olym- 
pic history. The transformation, how- 
ever, goes far beyond the eye-popping 
architecture. The Chinese government 
also has been trying to create a new, 
improved population to go along with 
its spiffed-up capital city 

Migrant workers, beggars and many 
masseuses and fortune tellers have 
been sent packing for the Olympic sea- 
son, Since May, restaurants have been 
required to have no-smoking sections, 
and this month, Beijing’s food safety 
administration ordered restaurants to 
remove dog meat from their menus lest 
it offend ^^stern sensibilities, 

DVD shops have puUed their stocks 
of pirated Hollywood films. Western- 
style toilets have replaced squat mod- 
els in many locations. And a group call- 
ing itself the Capital Committee to Pro- 
mote Culture and Ideological Progress 
recently distributed 50,000 packages of 
tissues along with a warning that those 
caught spitting in public were subject to 
a $7 fine, 

“It’s not just the buildings, it is the 
emotional change in the city that is so 


profound,” said Jeff Ruffolo, an Olym- 
pic veteran from L,A, who is serving as 
an adviser to the Beijing Olympic Com- 
mittee, 

Since 2001, when they won the rights 
to the Olympics, Beijingers have been 
honing their English skills. At least 
according to the official Web site of 
the Olympic Games, 90,000 Beijing 
taxi drivers have gone through a special 
training program. The city has cleaned 
up its English-language signage, remov- 
ing some of the more notorious clunk- 
ers— for example, those near the Olym- 
pic stadium that directed visitors to 
“Racist Park,” now properly referred to 
as the Ethnic Minorities Culture Park, 

Not all the measures are popular. 


The Geneva-based Center for Housing 
Rights and Evictions estimates that 1,5 
million people have been moved to make 
way for Olympics-related projects. 

But public protest has been relatively 
minimal, in part because of the Chinese 
government’s intolerance of dissent, 
but also because of genuine pride in the 
Olympics, 

“We are patriotic. We want Chi- 
na to make a good impression on visi- 
tors,” said Yan Dajie, 42, whose DVD 
shop now displays mainly boxed sets of 
opera and black-and-white classics on its 
shelves, (Customers in search of “Kung 
Fu Panda” can get it from a carton hid- 
den behind a sliding bookcase in the 
back room,)

SUSPECF: Jalapeno pepper. May be dangereus

McALLEN, TEXAS Government inspectors finally have 
a big clue in the nationwide salmonella outbreak: 
They found the same bacteria on a single Mexican- 
grown jalapeno pepper handled by a small Texas 
produce shipper. 

But Monday’s discovery doesn’t solve the mys- 
tery: Authorities don’t know where the pepper 
became tainted— on the farm, or in the plant in 
McAllen, Texas, or at some stop in between. 

Nor are they saying the tainted pepper exonerates 
tomatoes sold earlier in the spring that consumers 
until last week had been told were the prime suspect. 
Still, “this genetic match is a very important 
break in the case,” said Dr, David Acheson, the 
Food and Drug Administration’s food safety chief 
But for now, the government is advising consum- 
ers to avoid eating any fresh jalapenos, or products 
made with them, such as fresh salsa. Tomatoes now 
on the market are considered safe to eat, health 
officials have said since last week. 


The Texas plant. Agricola Zaragosa, has 
agreed to recall its fresh jalapenos, although the 
FDA wouldn’t say how widely its produce was 
distributed. It is not considered a major proces- 
sor, and it’s unclear how far into the US, peppers 
traveling through this small stop near the Mexi- 
can border would have traveled, something the 
FDA still is working to determine. 

It’s not clear if the produce distributor ever 
handled tomatoes. No other produce currendy in 
the plant has tested positive for salmonella. Ache- 
son said, 

“I recognize there is a need to narrow this as 
soon as possible,” Acheson added— as parts of the 
country are entering prime hot pepper season, 

A person who answered the phone at Agricola 
Zaragosa said no one was available to comment. 
With 1,251 confirmed cases in 43 states— and 
a few among Canadian travelers to the US,— the 
outbreak isn’t over yet, said Dr, Robert Tauxe of 
the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention,

source of mysteries: the CTA. ^u know the drill Riders from all over the 
city contribute to these queries, and I work with the CTA to solve them. 


MYSTERY NO. I 

Too much baggage 

Several riders have contacted “Going 
Public” via e-mail about the sheer number 
of strollers, suitcases and baggage brought 
aboard buses and trains. One South Side 
rider wrote in about potential safety haz- 
ards of three and four strollers aboard 
some buses, 

Rogers Park rider Erica Crawford even 
took a photo of a No, 147-Outer Drive 
Express bus -aisle blocker, which I posted 
on redeyechicago.com/ctablog, 

“I am wondering if it was just me, or 
does anyone else think that there should 
be a limit on how much stuff you bring 
on the bus and the train?” Crawford, 38, 
wrote in an e-mail to “Going Public,” “I 
mean, the bus and train is not U-Haul,” 

No, Crawford, ids not just you. Unfor- 
tunately there are no carry-on capacity 
limits on CTA vehicles, at least according 
to CTA spokeswoman Sheila Gregory But 
there is a bright spot: 

‘An operator can use discretion to 
determine if there is sufficient space to 
accommodate the items,” Gregory said, 
adding that strollers and other items 
should not block doors or impede other 
customers, Gregory said bus operators 
can ask individuals with strollers to fold 
them, or request that stroller rollers wait 
for the next bus if folding isrit feasible,

Napping isn’t just for your grandpa any- 
more. 

Sleep-deprived Americans are increas- 
ingly turning to the power 
nap and afternoon siesta to 
restore alertness and enhance 
performance, studies show. 

And here’s an eye-opener: Spa 
patrons are shelling out big 
bucks just to snooze. 

The Kohler Waters Spa at 
Burr Ridge, which opened in 
April, offers a 6 o -minute massage with 
a 15-minute restorative nap service for 
$150. Meanwhile, Yelo, a New York City 
spa with air-conditioned sleep chambers, 
plans to open a Chicago location in 2009 
or 2010, according to the company 

“We are seeing so many of our guests 
coming in that are having trouble sleeping 
at night,” said Jean Kolb, Kohler’s wellness 


business director. “This is a way for us to 
really extend an opportunity for them to 
have total relaxation.” 

But a catnap may not be the answer to 
bedtime bliss. Some sleep scientists say 
napping can negatively affect 
nighttime sleeping and make 
you groggy. Meanwhile, oth- 
er researchers say dozing can 
relax, rejuvenate and improve 
health. 

A six-year study released 
last year by the Harvard 
School of Public Health and 
the University of Athens Medical School 
in Greece found midday napping at least 
three times per week for at least 30 min- 
utes reduced heart disease deaths by 
about one-third among men and women. 
The study focused on 23,681 Greeks who 
had no history of coronary heart disease, 
stroke or cancer. 

Napping also takes the edge off sleepi-

ness by adding to cumulative sleep time, 
said Gregory Belenky, a sleep researcher at 
Washington State University 

“You can split your sleep up and still 
have the same aggregate effect,” Belenky 
said. “Nap early, nap often.” 

Lisa Shives, president of Northshore 
Sleep Medicine in Evanston, disagrees. 
Typically people who nap often have a 
sleeping problem or a medical condition, 
she said. 

One drawback to napping is sleep iner- 
tia— the feeling of disorientation when 
awaking from a deep slumber, Shives said. 
People who insist on snoozing should keep 
the nap to 30 minutes or less to avoid get- 
ting into the deep sleep cycle, she said. 

“If you try to take a nap and it’s too long, 
you wake up super groggy,” said Shives, a 
spokeswoman for the American Academy 
of Sleep Medicine based in Westchester. 
“That is not a good thing for anyone who 
needs to work immediately They really 
haven’t made themselves feel better.” 

But if you’re a napper, rest assured: 


You’re in good company 

Fifty- four percent of the 1,000 Amer- 
icans polled in a 2007 survey by the 
National Sleep Foundation said they took 
at least one nap during the prior month. 
The respondents on average took 3.5 naps 
during the month, with an average report- 
ed nap time of about an hour. 

People are even dozing at work. One in 10 
respondents to the National Sleep Founda- 
tion survey said they have napped at work. 
About one-third said their employer allows 
them to nap during breaks, while 16 percent 
of respondents said their employer provides 
a place for employees to nap. 

Employees of PerkSpot, a Ravenswood 
company that manages employee discount 
programs on behalf of employers, have the 
opportunity to catch up on their ZZZs 
on the office futon, which has pillows but 
no blanket. Since the futon was intro- 
duced about a year ago, a few of the firm’s 
10 employees take a nap there each week, 
PerkSpot founder Chris Hill said. 

“We thought it would be a nice place to 
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sit. It just turned into more of a napping- 
focused piece of furniture,” Hill said. “It 
has been used on occasion when we pull 
all-nighters. Get a couple hours sleep on 
there, then back to work at 9.” 

Instead of catching shut-eye at work, 
Adamjoffe of River North prefers to nap 
an hour at home. Joffe said he enjoys tak- 
ing a snooze Friday evenings after a long 
week of working and law school at Chica- 
go-Kent College. 

Typically, he’ll lie down on his couch 
around 6 p.m. and wake up around 7:30 p.m., 
refreshed and ready to go out for the night. 

Joffe said he’d like to take more naps if 
he had the time— he was an everyday nap- 
per in college— but he’d never pay for a 
quick snooze. 

“Nothing beats the comfort of my own 
couch,” Joffe, 27, said. 

Still, other napsters prefer a fancier 
snooze. The Kohler spa in Burr Ridge has 
performed more than 50 custom massages 
with restorative naps since the spa opened 
April 21, Kolb said. After their 60 -minute 


massage, spa patrons stay on the massage 
table, and the massage therapist covers 
their eyes with a warm aromatherapy tow- 
el and lowers the lights. Patrons are awak- 
ened 15 minutes later to the sound of a tun- 
ing fork and bowl. 

In New York City, the Thlo spa charges 
$15 for a 20 -minute nap in its TfeloCab, a 
private space with a reclining chair, cash- 
mere blankets and purified air. Customers 
chose the color and intensity of the light 
in the cabin and their hibernation sounds 
(environmental or music). 

Pamela Spiegel, a Yelo account execu- 
tive, said the company plans to expand to 
Chicago in the next two years but a loca- 
tion has not yet been picked. 

Ryan Wyse of Crystal Lake said he 
wouldn’t pay for a nap or take a quick 
snooze for free. Wyse said he dislikes naps 
because they make him feel groggy— and 
his former roommate napped all the time. 

“It drove me crazy,” said Wyse, 31. “He 
was snoring on the couch. I’m like, ‘Go do 
something.’ ” tswartz@tribune.com

face fines between $100 to $300. 

Metra spokeswoman Judy Pardonnet said there are no rules 
against napping on Metra trains and passengers “definitely” 
take snoozes. 

Meanwhile, no one is permitted to sleep in a Chicago laundro- 
mat, according to city municipal code. If a person is found snoozing 
at a laundromat, the business owner faces a violation. Efrat Stein, 
spokeswoman for the city Department of Business Affairs and 
Licensing, said no laundromat has been ticketed under that ordi- 
nance. [T.S.] 



SNOOZE CLUES 



Don’t worry, be nappy. Sleep experts gave RedEye their tips on 
getting the most out of your snooze. 

» Pick the right time to take a nap. If you nap too late, you 
may have trouble sleeping later, said Gregory Belenky, a sleep 
researcher with Washington State University. “It’s easier to take 
a nap in the afternoon,” he said. 

» Avoid caffeine, tobacco and alcohol prior 
to dozing to increase your chances of sleep- 
ing better, said Vaughn McCall, medical 
director of the Sleep Center at Wake Forest 
University in North Carolina. 

» Avoid exercising three to four hours 
before trying to sleep, McCall said. Exercis- 
ing boosts metabolism and energizes the 
body. 

» The right environment is key to a good 
nap, McCall said. Set the thermostat to a low 
temperature because your body eases into a 
sounder sleep when cool. Make sure your 
sleeping quarters are dark; use room dark- 
ening shades so light doesn’t inter- 
rupt your sleep. 

» Invest in a mattress with 
maximum pressure relief and 
push-back support, McCall 
said. 

» Stretching out flat makes for 
a better quality sleep, Belenky 
said. 

» Sleep so you’re not dis- 
turbed, Belenky said. Elimi- 
nate as much noise as pos- 
sible, McCall advises.

from bacterial infections, and dogs died after 
they were not sufficiently monitored after 
surgery, the agency found. 

In an October procedure, a rabbit suffered 
a fracture during a bone-marrow transplant 
and died the following day, according to the 
reports. 

In another case, a rabbit was observed 
as not doing well on Oct. 3, but labora- 
tory records failed to indicate it was given 
any treatment or considered for euthanasia 
before it died Oct. 9. 

At least five other rabbits also died from 
bacterial infections or “significant lesions” 
after medical procedures, according to a 
November inspection report. 

“We would call them the worst laboratory 
in the state of Illinois and possibly one of the 
worst in the nation,” said Michael Budkie, 
executive director of Stop Animal Exploita- 
tion Now. 

His Ohio-based group obtained inspection 
reports for about 40 Illinois labs, including 
the three for Loyola’s Stritch School of Medi- 
cine, he said. 

The government’s most recent inspection 
of Loyola’s medical school in May found no 
violations, according to USDA spokeswoman 
Karen Eggert. 

‘Any time an animal is in an uncomfortable 
position or dies, we take that very serious- 
ly,” Eggert said. “They have corrected their 
issues.” 

The USDA did not fine or discipline the 
school. 

Loyola University said in a statement that 
“treating research animals in a humane fash- 
ion is a top priority.” Research studies “in 
which animal health or welfare was at risk” 
have been discontinued, Loyola spokesman 
Jim Ritter said.

Authorities on Monday were inves- 
tigating the weekend death of a 12- 
year-old special-needs child from Crete 
whose family had been the subject of 
abuse allegations, most recently in April. 

Paramedics were called to the Crete 
home about 7:40 p.m. Friday because 
the child, Kevin Johnson, was uncon- 
scious and not breathing. He died Sun- 
day morning at Children’s Memorial 
Hospital. 

The case was classified a death inves- 
tigation pending results from an autop- 
sy set for Tuesday, said Police Chief Paul 
VanDeraa. 

No one was in custody in connec- 
tion with the boy’s death, and his two 
caretakers have been cooperative with 
police, VanDeraa said. 

“It’s a tragedy for any 12-year-old to 
die of any cause,” the chief said. “As a 
parent, it grieves me to see that this boy 
isn’t going to reach his 13th birthday” 

Kevin and his three biological broth- 
ers were adopted in 2000 by an elderly 
Crete couple who gained custody of the 


AN ‘EASYGOING YOUNG MAN’ 

Kevin Johnson had just completed 
6th grade at Balmoral Elementary 
School, where he was one of 12 spe- 
cial-education students in a small 
classroom, district officials said. 
“Kevin was a very happy, easygoing 
young man,” said Christine Putlak, 
director of special education for 
Crete-Monee School District. “He 
was an excellent student, and he 
wanted to please everyone and he 
enjoyed learning.” 


siblings after they were removed from 
their biological parents, authorities and 
a family member said. 

After the couple, Ola and Lester John- 
son, died, the boys were left in the care 
of two relatives by adoption, family 
members said. Kevin and his brothers 
have since lived with their new guard- 
ians and the guardians’ five children in a 
brick house in the 3400 block of Beck- 
with Lane. 


After Kevin’s death, the Depart- 
ment of Children and Family Services 
removed the remaining eight children, 
whose ages range from 2 to 17 years old, 
VanDeraa said. 

The boy’s guardian told police Kevin 
suffered from seizures. 

DCFS officials said the guardians were 
seeking legal custody of the boys. 

The agency had contact with the fam- 
ily in 2007 and 2008, said Kendall Mar- 
lowe, a DCFS spokesman. In 2007, the 
agency was called to investigate alle- 
gations another child in the home had 
abused Kevin, said Marlowe, who said 
he did not know the details of the inves- 
tigation. 

DCFS was asked to look into allegations 
the guardians were abusing Kevin in April, 
Marlowe said. The second case remains 
open and had not yet been looked into, he 
said. 

Despite the two allegations, Kev- 
in and the other children had not been 
removed from the home, Marlowe said. 

“This is a very complex case,” he said. 
“We’re deeply saddened by this tragedy”

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Six anti-war protesters who threw fake 
blood on worshipers during Easter service in 
Holy Name parish in March pleaded guilty 
Monday to misdemeanor charges. 

Angela Hah an, 21; Regan Maher, 25; Mer- 
cedes Phinaih, 19; Ephran Ramirez, 22; Donte 
Smith, 22; and Ryne Ziemba, 25, entered pleas 
of guilty to one count each of misdemeanor 
attempted criminal defacement of proper- 
ty, according to Andy Conklin, a spokesman 
for the Cook County state’s attorney’s office. 
Haban also pleaded guilty to one count of 
misdemeanor battery for coming into con- 
tact with a parishioner, he said. 

The six, members of a group called Catho- 
lic School Girls Against the War, were arrest- 
ed after they disrupted service during Cardi- 
nal Erancis George’s homily, squirting pack- 
ets of fake blood over themselves and parish- 
ioners while shouting their opposition to the 
war in Iraq. 

Each initially was charged with felony 
criminal defacement of property and two 
counts of misdemeanor battery and would 
have faced up to 5 years in prison if convicted 
on those charges. 

As part of the plea agreement, the six will 
each pay $2,600 in restitution to cover the 
cost of replacing carpet and an usher’s cloth- 
ing that was damaged by the fake blood, offi- 
cials said. 

“We got it reduced to a misdemeanor, so 
we’re happy with that,” said attorney Rob- 
ert Ludeman, whose firm represented all but 
Haban. The Catholic Archdiocese of Chicago 
applauded the plea deals, saying that the pro- 
test during mass was an affront to the faith. 


Roscoe Village man

Chicago police were dispatched to the 
home about 11:30 p.m. Saturday, police Capt. 
Mike Ryan said. Eergus landed on his head, 
Ryan said, but he had no visible injuries. 

A preliminary inspection by the city’s 
Buildings Department did not find any struc- 
tural problems with the metal porch or rail- 
ing, according to a department spokesman.

Unfit truckers causing f atai wrecks 


□ WASHINGTON Tractor-trailer and bus drivers 
in the IIS, have suffered seizures, heart 
attacks or unconscious spells behind the wheel 
that led to deadly crashes on highways. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of drivers carry commercial 
licenses even though they also qualify for full fed- 
eral disability payments, according to a new US, 
safety stucfy obtained by The Associated Press, 
The problems threatening highway travelers 
persist despite years of government warnings 
and hundreds of deaths and injuries blamed on 
commercial truck and bus drivers who blacked 
out, collapsed or suffered major health prob- 
lems behind the wheels of vehicles that can 


weigh 40 tons or more. 

The US, agency responsible for cracking 
down on unfit truckers, the Federal Motor 
Carrier Safety Administration, acknowledges 
it hasn’t completed any of eight recommenda- 
tions that US, safety regulators have proposed 
since 2001, One would set minimum standards 
for officials who determine whether truckers 
are medically safe to drive. Another would pre- 
vent truckers from “doctor shopping” to find 
a physician who might overlook a risky health 
condition. It’s unclear whether any of the eight 
recommendations will be done before Presi- 
dent Bush leaves office.

This is the U.S.-Mexico border’s most congested

citizenship. 

Border guards now require most crossers to pres- 
ent a U.S. passport or other proof of citizenship, 
such as a birth certificate— though they still are per- 
mitted to exercise their own judgment in order to 
keep lines moving. As always, Mexican citizens and 
other foreign nationals must show valid immigration 
documents to enter.

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Bears, Uriacher dodge 
contract turmoil with new deal

Now that the Bears have appeased the face of the franchise 
before training camp, they can focus on appealing to the future 
of the offensive line. 

Brian Uriacher agreed Monday to the one-year contract 
extension that pushes his current contract through 2012 
and includes almost $18 million in new money, $6 million 
in bonuses. 

Through all the hand-wringing in the last year over an 
arthritic back and surgically repaired neck, the Bears main- 
tained that Uriacher would be fine by camp. Now they backed 
up those bold conclusions with a $6 million signing bonus and 
$i million a year raise over the next four seasons for a 30 -year- 
old player starting his ninth season. 

The $7.5 million salary and $500,000 workout bonus in 2012 
backloads the deal and inflates the real worth of the contract. 

That’s irrelevant now. Now, both sides can celebrate victory 
in a negotiation that looked for a long time like neither side 
could win. 

Bill Johnson, Urlacher’s agent, still has some unfinished 
business as he attempts to close the deal on another client- 
left tackle Chris Williams, the Bears’ first-round draft pick. 

As of Monday, it was unclear exactly where talks stood on 
the matter, and the deadline for players to report to camp in 
Bourbonnais is midnight Tuesday 

Johnson said the Bears have worked diligently to get some- 
thing done before the start of practice Wednesday afternoon. 

Williams, the No. 14 overall pick in this spring’s draft, vowed 
not to be a holdout when he was introduced to the Chicago 
media after completion of the draft. Based on salary projec- 
tions, he is likely to sign a five-year contract with somewhere 
near $9 million guaranteed. 

Getting Williams in camp will be essential for the Bears, 
considering the way the offensive line struggled last season. 
The Bears yielded 43 sacks, part of the reason veterans Fred 
Miller and Ruben Brown were let go. 

Once Williams inks his deal, the Bears will be left with one 
last business matter— Devin Hester. The most electrifying 
return man in the NFL agreed to a new deal last week— with 
Under Armour, that is. While his endorsements continue to 
stack up, Hester wants his money from the Bears to do the 
same. 

He is signed through 2009 and it is unclear how much the 
Bears are willing to offer him, with no other contract to mea- 
sure his worth against. Hester wants to get paid receiver mon- 
ey, but the Bears are more inclined to make him the highest- 
paid special-team player.

Because starting pitchers worked into 
the seventh inning in all three games in 
Houston, including an eight-inning start 
by Ryan Dempster on Sunday, manager 
Lou Piniella decided he can get by with- 
out replacing Wood— for the time being 
anyway 

“We’re fortunate,” Piniella said before 
Monday’s game. “Our starting pitching 
was working well in Houston, worked 
the bulk of the innings. Our bullpen is 
very rested. We can afford to carry {Wood] for a few 
more days.” 

Wood hasn’t pitched since July ii because of a blis- 
ter on his index finger. He visited a hand specialist 
Monday in Phoenix and is trying a different kind of 


ointment to heal it. 

Wood’s blister problem began in the final week 
of June and has lingered on for almost a month now. 
He said last week that the blister began to develop 
about three weeks earlier “and gradually got worse.” 
But he continued pitching through it, with treat- 
ment by the Cubs training staff, until the bubble 
finally burst, figuratively speaking. 

“I was getting a couple days off here and 
there, depending on how the games went, 
then dealing with it every day, taking care 
of it, getting it ready to go, covering up 
with stuff, and soaking it,” he said. “The 
St. Louis game (on July 5, when Wood blew 
a late lead after saving the game the night 
before) it finally ripped open on me, and 
then it’s been pretty sensitive since.” 

Wood had a blister problem before, 
leaving a game against the Mets after sev- 
en innings in April 2002. 

Piniella said Wood will take Tuesday off and then 
throw in the bullpen Wednesday He’ll be evaluated 
then, with the hope he will be available for the four- 
game series against Florida that starts Thursday

Sure, there’s such a thing as too many cooks in the kitchen. But if one 
of those cooks happens to really know his stuff and you’re just getting 
started, well, why not ask for some help? Some call it outsourcing; we 
call it getting by with a little extra help from your friends. Either way, 
we think these local spots got it right when they contracted big-name 
locals to help out with their menus. 


Juicy Wine 
Company 
(Mindy Segai) 

Who: Mindy Segal made 
a name for herself creat- 
ing lavish desserts at River 
North’s celebrated MK before striking out on 
her own. 

Home base: Loyal fans clamor for her seasonal 
pancakes, classic quiches and too-perfect mini- 
pastries— tiny scones, buns and breads— at 
Bucktowm’s Hot Chocolate (1747 N. Damen Ave. 
773-489-1747). 

Branching out: The wine-focused menu (and 
tight quarters) at Juicy Wine Company (694 
N. Milwaukee Ave. 312-492-6620) leaves little 
room for elaborate dishes. Enter Segal, who put 
together a dessert for Juicy good enough to be 
the menu’s sole dessert offering: The Chocolate 
Smackdown ($12), a classic brownie, an impos- 
sibly dense chocolate pave and chocolate-cara- 
mel toffee with red wine-caramel sauce. Keep 
your eyes peeled: After its early- September 
opening, the Park View Hotel (1816 N. Clark St. 
312-664-3040) will offer Segal’s breakfast pas- 
tries to guests. 



The Drawing Room 
(Shawn McClain) 

Who: Shawn McClain 
burst onto the scene more 
than a decade ago at Evan- 
ston’s now shuttered Trio. 

He went on to a succession of successful spots 
where he nails his own stylish brand of contem- 
porary American. 

Home base: In addition to seafood-orient- 
ed Spring (2039 W North Ave. 773-395-7100), 
McClain helms vegetarian-focused Green Zebra 
(1460 W Chicago Ave. 312-243-7100) and meat- 
centric Custom House (500 S. Dearborn St. 
312-523-0200). Despite divergent inspirations, 
McClain’s vision for clean, seasonal prepara- 
tions remains consistent in dishes such as Cus- 
tom House’s sweetbreads with glazed bacon 
and trumpet mushrooms ($12). 

Branching out: McClain consulted on the 
menu at The Drawing Room (937 N. Rush St. 312- 
255-0022) when Gold Coast nightspot Le Pas- 
sage changed ownership and added the more 
dining-focused lounge last year. His protege 
Nick Lacasse now executes the smart dishes 
nightly Items such as Eish and Chips ($10)— 
cod croquettes with preserved lemon aioli, malt 
vinegar powder and house-made potato chips — 
are designed to complement the lavish bar-cart 
cocktail service. 



Spybar 
(John Kinder) 

Who: Celebrat- 
ed mixologist John 
Kinder focuses 
on simple combi- 
nations of clean, vibrant ingredients, 
often seasonal and often unexpected, 
but always balanced. 

Home base: Kinder currently spends 
his days consulting and penning articles 
for trade magazines; he also has logged 
hours at serious cocktail spots such as 
The Pump Room (1301 N. State Pkwy

Branching out: Kinder put together 
a handful of mixers to accompany bot- 
tle service marking the recent rehab 
of Spybar (646 N. Eranklin St. 312-337- 
2191).

Psychotherapist Eileen Gallo has led 
many shopping-addicted patients into the 
light. The road to solvency she says, starts 
with a journey of self-discovery 
When shopping begins to cause marital 
discord, missed appointments and finan- 
cial woes, Gallo said, “it’s time to take a 
look inside and find out the motivation 
for the behavior,” 

Once such consumers recognize their 
motives for shopping, a bit of mindfulness 
can be a powerful thing, said Gallo, author 
of “The Financially Intelligent Parent,” 
“They certainly can take their own pulse 
when they’re thinking about shopping, 
have a self-dialogue,” 
she said, “They can ask 
themselves: ‘How am 
I feeling now? Am I 
angry, depressed, lone- 
ly? How wiU I feel when 
it’s time to pay for it? 
Can it wait?”’ 

These are questions 
that Denise Hinds of 
Woodland Hills, Calif, 
is asking herself more 
often these days. With 
nine bins of clothes in 
storage and a closet 
jammed with clothes— 
many with price tags 
still attached— Hinds 
said, “I have racked up a good amount of 
debt buying things I didn’t need,” 

Recently divorced and trying to set a 
new financial course for her life. Hinds 
said she’s trying to be more mindful of

pearing a lot to the mall,” Hinds said, “,„ 
At home, everything may be crappy: The 
baseboards need replacing, and the bath- 
room needs cleaning.

In a land where the average credit-card 
holder is $1,673 behind in payments, buying 
things in the U.S. is more than a hunt for 
daily provisions. It’s a national pastime, a 
form of therapy a means of self-expression. 

But for more than i in 20 Americans, 
shopping is something darker. A study 
published in the October 2006 issue of the 
American Journal of Psychiatry found that 
at some point in the lives of an estimated 
5.8 percent of the U.S. population, shop- 
ping will become a source of shame, a cry 
for help, the cause of job losses and broken 
relationships, a road to financial ruin. 

They are “compulsive buyers”— trou- 
bled by intrusive impulses to shop, prone 
to lose track of time while doing so, 
plagued by postpurchase remorse, guilt 
and financial woes and sometimes given 
up on by loved ones. 

“I get several calls a month from peo- 
ple who say, ‘I don’t know what you call it, 
but this is out of control,’ ” said psychia- 
trist Timothy Fong, director of UCLA’s 
Impulse Control Disorders Clinic and 
co-director of the university’s Addiction 
Medicine Clinic. 

For the truly addicted shopper, Fong 
said, “it’s not lack of willpower” that 
makes them unable to stop shopping. “It’s 
an inability to control impulses and desires 
and behaviors.” 

Mental health professionals are debat- 
ing how to label and treat these consum- 
ers’ problematic behavior. As they do so, 
clinics, self-help groups and therapists 
specializing in the care and rehabilitation 
of compulsive shoppers are popping up 
across the country They have found no 
shortage of clients. 

L.A. resident J.P. is one of them. For six 
years a member of the 12-step group Debt- 
ors Anonymous (and so, following its rules, 
he’s declined to identify himself by name), 
J.P. calls himself “a constantly struggling 
compulsive shopper” and “a binge person” 
by nature. J.P. says that what seems to trig- 
ger his impulse to spring for something 
is “a feeling of needing to fix yourself ... a 
sense of filling avoid.” 

J.P. says that buying something— in his 
case, costly services such as workshops 
and courses— would make him exuberant, 
give him a shot of energy and a sense of 
purpose. But the crash, which could come

hours, days or weeks later when he realized 
he had succumbed to a costly impulse, has 
always been hard. 

“I feel suckered,” he said. “I feel incom- 
petent in away that I didn’t feel before. 

“It is an addiction. It becomes an addic- 
tion because it feels the more you do this 
thing, the better you’re going to be. It’s 
completely wrongheaded, wrong thinking.” 

We all shop. In that simple fact, experts 
say, lies the difficulty of distinguishing 
the avid shopper, or even the occasionally 
excessive shopper, from the shopper who 
is out of control. 

“You don’t want to medicalize normal 
behavior,” said Dr. Eric Hollander, chair- 
man of psychiatry at the Mt. Sinai School 
of Medicine. 

But a small percentage of consumers, he 
said, seem to suffer from “a profound defi- 
cit” in the ability to resist their impulse to 
shop, in spite of negative consequences. 
For those people, Hollander said, the term 


TRACKING 

IMPULSES 

Since 2005, New York therapist 
April Lane Benson, author of the 
book “I Shop, Therefore I Am,” has 
had participants in her group psy- 
chotherapy sessions keep journals 
and shopping lists that track their 
moods, their impulses and their 
household needs.

disorder “seems to fit.” 

The number of people coming forward 
for help appears to be growing. Debt- 
ors Anonymous, for example, has seen an 
uptick of attendance at its meetings in 
recent years. 

“There’s more and more traffic to my 
Web site; I’m getting more and more 
requests,” said April Benson, a New York 
psychologist who has pioneered a tele- 
phone-based form of group therapy for 
compulsive shoppers. “I have to imagine 
that’s in part due to the economic times.” 

Just like J.P.’s case, purchases bring a 
rush of relief from uncomfortable feel- 
ings: Patients frequently describe a “rush” 
of arousal and a release from the unpleas- 
ant feelings that generally build in the 
hours and days before a shopping expedi- 
tion, said Dr. Lorrin Koran, a professor of 
psychiatry (emeritus) at Stanford. 

Indeed, brain-imaging studies have 
shown that even in normal subjects, antic- 


ipating a purchase prompts activity in 
many of the same pleasure-seeking cir- 
cuits that are activated when addicts suc- 
ceed in finding a “fix.” 

Disinterest, guilt and remorse tend to 
set in quickly Their purchases are often 
stowed in the back of a closet or in a base- 
ment, their price tags never removed. The 
resulting ill feeling begins building again, 
and a compulsive shopper will frequent- 
ly feel the need for another shopping fix. 
The cycle continues. 

For most compulsive buyers, Benson 
believes that losing control is a chronic 
vulnerability But with rigorous self-exam- 
ination, she said, “I don’t think it’s as hard 
as people think” to break the spell that 
shopping seems to cast. 

“People have to understand what their 
triggers are, what the emotional aftermath 
is, what happens after the bill comes,” she 
said. ‘And they have to think about what 
their values are and their vision in life.”

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Beats and geeks 


They are rebels and racon- 
teiirs who go by colorful 
names like Optimus Rhyme, 

YTCracker and MC Frontalot, 

The personalities behind the 
underground music movement 
nerdcore use the technology 
they love to create music— 
about the technology they love. 

Now the “geeksta rap” move- 
ment may be poised to break 
into the mainstream, 

“I was drawn to it because 
it sounded funny” said Dan Lamoureux, a 
filmmaker who recently completed a docu- 
mentary about the genre called “Nerdcore 
For Life,” “But I discovered that the artists 
were very passionate about their subjects,” 
These subjects range from “Star Wars” to 
Nintendo, along with a few others that you^ 
have to be an uber-nerd to understand, 

“It’s an extension of geek fandom, and 
casual fans may not get it,” Lamoureux 
told me. 

In essence, nerdcore is geek hip-hop. Its 
origins can be traced back to the late ’90s 
when young people with “cutting edge” 
technology like fast computers and Internet 
connections began experimenting and cre- 
ating their own music. Before you knew it, 
there was a network of artists creating and 
releasing tracks over the Internet, 
Lamoureux has met many of the char- 
acters who are part of the nerdcore move- 
ment, including female “ghetto-tech” rapper 
MC Router, the self-proclaimed First Lady 
ofNerdcore, 

“She is a very interesting person,” he said, 
“a hard-core, hard-living nerd,” 

Lamoureux said that when MC Router 
arrived for a screening of the documentary 
in Madison, Ws,, she admitted to drinking 
some 40-ounce botdes of Pabst Blue Rib- 


bon, She was more than bois- 
terous, flipping off an image 
of Nursehella, a rapper rival to 
Router, 

“She went berserk,” he said. 
That’s not the sort of action 
you’d expect from someone 
who raps about dealing with 
a computer virus, but there 
are feuds within the nerdcore 
community Lamourevix said, 
although the equivalent of East 
Coast versus West Coast in 
nerdcore is Purdue versus Stanford universi- 
ties, (Both have computer science depart- 
ments with nerdcore crews,) 

Lamoureux told me the feud ended ami- 
cably at the Consumer Electronics Show 
in Las Mgas last year, when both crews met 
and decided to “bury the motherboard,” 
Despite its feuds and showdowns, I 
still wonder whether nerdcore can break 
through into mainstream music, Lamoureux 
said true nerdcore fanatics don’t often buy 
CDs because they are accustomed to down- 
loading music for free. This raises doubts 
about the profitability of the genre for most 
re cord labels. 

Then again, video game TV channel G4 
uses music of some nerdcore rappers for its 
programming, which may attract nerds and 
geeks with disposable incomes.
